HA T pleaſing art of blowing of 
flowers in glaſſes, having been diſ- 
continued by many perſons, on account of 
the great trauble in changing the water, 
and the expence of glaſſes, the Ee 
eaſy, cheap, and more commodious meth 
is recommended. 

Procure ſome boxes, five inches deep, 
eight wide, and fixteen long, made of deal, 
oak, mahogany, or any wood you chooſe ; 
at each end of which let there be 2 braſs 
handle, and if made of deal, will coſt only 
from a ſhilling to eighteen, pence. each, the 
price of about four glaſles, .and may be pro- 
cured at ſome of the ſeed-ſhops ready made. 

In the uſual months of putting roots in

inch of the top, with light ſandy earth, 
(without any dung in it) and preſi it bor f

down with your hand to ſettle it; then place 


eight Hyacinths, Polyanthus-Narciſſus, or 
Jonquils in the following manner. 


Put more earth on to cover the roots, 
and leave it at firſt an inch higher in the 
middle of the box, for by watering, the 
earth wilt ſettle above that inch. ſt you 
chooſe, ſome Crocuſes, Perſian Iriſes, Snow- 
drops, Early "Tulips, or Hepaticas, may be 
planted 1n the ſpace betwixt each principal 
root, and there muſt be two inches ſpace 
left betwixt each root and the fide of the 


box; at the four corners alſo there will be 


more room. | 

When the roots are all planted, water the 
earth gently, either with a very ſmall wa- 
tering-pot, or tea - pot, to ſettle the earth 
cloſe to the roots, and place them if - 
ble in thoſe windows where the moſt ſun 
ſhines in, for without ſun and air, your 
flowers will never blow ſtrong, nor- have 
their natural colour or ſmell, * | 
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At all times when the weather will per- 
mit, open the windows, and if the fill be 
wide enough, or you have any proper con- 
venience of a yard, ſet them out now and 
then in a gentle ſhower, but take them in if 
it rains hard. Theſe advantages you cannot 
= have from glaſles;+ "7 © 
When you perceive the earth dry at the 
top, then gently water them, but how many 
times in a week, will entirely depend on the 
warmth of the room where they are placed, 
and always uſe ſoft or rain water, which 
ſhould be in the rcom ſome hours before 
it is uſed, to take off the chill; but never 
uſe ſpring water. | 
If you would once a fortnight take out 
ſiome earth balf an inch deep, and add freſh, 
it is of ſervice; atleaſt ſtir it up gently with 
a table fork, but take care not to prick the 
roots. 
As in London it is ſometimes difficult to 
procure earth, common houſe ſand will do 
- without any earth, though not ſo well; and 
if you chooſe, cover the top of the box all 
over with green moſs, they will not want 
water ſo often, and look very neat, 
By planting a Myrtle in one of the boxes, 
or in a flower-pot, a Lady may always have
